and the hour for the end was not known until a short time before the 
gavels fell, with the announcement by Vice-President Fairbanks in 
the Senate and the Speaker 6f the House that the first s:ssion of the 
Fifty-ninth Congress stood adjourned.

REJECTED SUITOR FIRED ON BY 
PURSUED RIVAL. 

Manuel Fierro le Jealous of Julian 

Teran Whe Had Wen the Heart 

of a Fair Senorita and Hunts for 

Him With Intent to Finish Him

The fued which has cxisted for 
months between Manuel Fierro and 
Julian Teran culminated last night at 
9 o'clock in a shooting affray in which 
Fierro was seriously and perhaps 
fatally wounded. The injured man 
makes his home in a rooming house at 
No. 400 Commercial street, while Teran 
and his wife live in a cot in the 
rear of No. 816 Macy street. h par- 


mediateity after the trouble Teran was 
arrested by Detectives Davis ang Rob- 
erds. 

Teran confesses to the shooting but 
claims he was justified in firing upon 
Fierro, According to the information 
obtained by the detectives Fierro went 
to the Teran cottage last night and 


ot raised a disturbance. He frequently 


bad been ordered to away from 
the place and as frequently had threat- 
ened to kill Teran. 

The feud began many months ago 
when both men were courting the same 
senorita, Maria was fair in the eyes 
of the Mexicans and as Teran was 
steady, usually sober and the more 

prosperous of the two he won the 
hand of the maiden and then and there 
Fierro declared he would be revenged 
with the blood of his rival. 

Teran is favorably known to the po- 
lice as a hard-working and honest cit- 
nen while Fierro often has been in 
jail. Six months ago he imbibed a 
great quantity of “dago red“ and start- 
ed on a still hunt for the man he had 
sworn to kill. He found that he was 
at home and he hid in a manger in a 
stable next to the Teran hosne to walt 
until his intended victim should go to 
sleep. Before he had a chance to car- 
ry out his intentions, however, he was 
discovered by a policeman and locked 
up 

"He served his sentence in the City 
Jall and then started on his man hunt 
again. Three months ago he was 
caught on the roof of the Teran home 
attempting to dig hie way through the 
shingles. He was fully armed but . 
nally was captured and locked up. He 
again was discharged from the City 
Jali, but immediately began prepara-

Teran ts a peace-loving man but 
when Fierro cailed at his home last 
night and announced his Intentions of 
carrying out his threats to kill Teran 
the latter took the initiative and shot 
the troublesome Mexican. The first 
shot was fired as Fierro stood on the 
front porch and he immediately ran, 
while Teran fired three more shots after 
him. 


One of the bullets struck Fierro in 
the right side four inches below the 
arm pit and inflicted such a serious

CALIFORNIA CLUS PRESIDENT 
HOST AT DINNER. 
— —„»— — 
More Than Three Hundred of His 
Friends Pay Tribute to Officer Who 
Retires, Owing to Hie Early De- 
parture for San Francisco—Presént 
Him With Cut Glass Punch Bowl. 


“Newhall! Newhall! Newhall!" The 
voices of 320 leading citizens of Los 
Angeles shook the buff walls of the 
Romanesque dining-room of the Call- 
fornia Club last night as a forest of 
arms bore glasses aloft in tribute to 
the retiring president, Walter Newhall. 

“Your cry should not be for me, but 
for Arthur G. Wells, who is to be your 
new president,” shouted Mr. Newhall, 
who gave the dinner as a farewell to 
fellow club members prior to his de- 
parture for San Francisco. 

“The King is dead, long live the 
King.” came from the farthermost 
corner, as Arndt's orchestra struck up 
“For He's a Jolly Good Fellow.” 

A president with seven successful 
years behind him had stepped out and 
a new president with nothing but 
radiant sunlight before him was pro- 
claimed, 

Maj. H. T. Lee on behalf of the club 
presented to Mr. Newhall a magnifi- 
cent stem-set cut glass punch bowl. 
In well chosen words he sketched the 
splendid career of the resigning presi- 
dent, pointing to the assemblage as a 
vociferous evidence of gratitude and of 
appreciation of his earnest labors. 

Maj. Lee led Mr. Newhall over to the 
table bearing the tribute and again 
the ringine song of vojces smothered 
the words of thanks the retiring 
preident, greatly affected, tried to 
utter.

© BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


With the dawn of July 1, the bust- 
news world enters upon a new fiscal 
year. At the same moment the Con- 
gress of the United States comes to 


homes. The legislation to be had is 
now a finality, and the country knows 
Just where it stands in this regard. 
The session of Congress just closed 
has been in many respécts the most 
important one in many years. New 
legislation has been passed which win 
very materially affect the business of 
the country in future years. All legis- 
lation in Congress in which great bust- 
ness interests are involved must be in 
the nature of a compromise. The Rall 
road Rate Em, with all its defects. 
Sives the Interstate Rallroad Commis- 
sion more authority in dealing with 
the railroads in regard to exorbitant 
rates. The Pure Food Bill will have 
a very intimate connection with bust- 
ness for all time to come. The meat 
packers will probably in future years 


in the way of legislation. while 
it would compel them to ve con- 
ducted their business in a more fitting 
way in preparing foods for human ute, 
would have been effective in allaying 
the grave misgivings in the minds of 


the use of prepared meat products. As 
the meat legislation has been framed, 
it is not sufficient to give perfect as- 
surance to the public. 

As the fiscal year closes, the great 
body of the American people may look 
back upon the past twelve months 
with much satisfaetion. No class of 
the people will find more reason for 
gratification at te course things have 
taken during the year than the great 
and important body of citizens en- 
gaged in agriculture under its various 
heads. In spite of more severe com- 
petition from the markets of the world 
for bread stuffs, the American farmers 
heve been able to market their wheat 
and eorn so as to return to them a 
very fair profit upon their enterprises. 
The cotton crop has been marketed 
at an unusually good price for one of 
80 great volume, amounting to about 
10,500,000 bales: The price has run 
along from about 10% to 11% 


ceived for cotton seed and its various 
products, and cotton growers will bank 
a very large sum of money upon their 
industry. When one looks back ten or 
twelve years and thinks of American 
raw cotton selling at 5 or 6 cents a 
pound, and no profit at all coming 
from the seed and its products, the 
past campaign must appear to have 
been a very brilliant one. All other 
farm products have found a ready 
market at home for the great volume 
of the output, and the surplus has 
been sold in foreign countries at good 


prices. 

The mineral products of the country 
have been worth more in the aggre- 
gate than in any previous twelve 
months in the history of the industry. 
‘America is the great basis of supply 
for the enormous volume of copper 
weed in the industries of the world, 
and selling as it does at 18% to 19 
cents a pound, this branch of mining 
has become one of our most important 
industries. The silver miners have 
fared much better than for many pre- 
vious years. Bar silver is worth from 
day to day about 66 to 664% cents an 
ounce. It is but a few years since this 
metal, once precious, sold as 
low as 45 cents an ounce. 

Looking into the coming year, the 
threatened disaster to the cereal and 
cotton crops of the country, 
created considerable anxiety during 
the month of June, has been removed 
by generally copious rains all over the 
West. The outlook is for a full aver- 
age, or somewhat better, of the great 
cereal crops, and also of cotton. There 
is nothing upon the finaricial and in- 
dustrial horizon to indicate any threat- 
ened interruption of our prosperous 
career in all our industries and enter- 
prises. One of the happlest results of 
the past spring was the utter failure 
of the threatened strike in the coal 
mining industry. Just at the present 
time, the country is in a more peace- 
eondition as to labor troubles 
than has been usual for some years 
pest. 

Close at home, everything In a bust- 
ness way looks brighter even than the 
average, even in these generally bright 
days of American prosperity. The 
California citrus crops have been 
among the largest ever marketed, and 
have been sold at far the best prices 
ever known for so large a crop. All 
ovr other farming industries have 
prospered, and promise to continue in 
& prosperous condition. The popula- 
tion throughout Southern California 
goes on increasing by leaps and jumps. 
These newcomers all bring considera- 
ble funds with them which they invest 
here. both in homes and in establish- 
ing new business. The stringency in 
the money market during the last two

INSPECTION — HOW IT 


M* 
STANDS. 


There is reason for general con- 
gratulation because of the action of 
Congress in passing the Agricultura! 
Appropriation Bill with the amend- 
ment providing for more thorough 
meat inspection by the Federal 
authorities. Although the inspection 
is to be paid for by the government, 
it is better so than that the special 
inspection provided for should not be 
had. The original inspection amend- 
ment was introduced by Senator Bev- 
ridge. It provided that the cost of 
inspection should be borne by the 
packers, and also that the date of 
canning should be placed upon every 
can of meat sent out from the pack- 
ing-houses. The House substitute, 
which finally prevailed, contained all 
other features of the Beveridge 
amendment, but omitted these. Sen- 
ator Beveridge went on record with 
the declaration that he was in favor 
of compelling the packers to pay the 
cost of inspection and requiring them 
to place the date of inspection on cans 
of meat, but he yielded the contested 
points in the interest of practical leg- 
islation to purify meat products. 

As to the expense of inspection, it is 
perhaps of no very great consequence 
whether the government or the pack- 
ers pay the initial cost. In the end 
it will come out of the consuming 
public. The burden will probably be 
less onerous if paid by the govern- 
ment direct than it would be if placed 
directly upon the packers in the first 
instance; for they would at once 
charge it up to the selling cost of 
their product (and there are the best 
of reasons for assuming that the extra 
cost would not be underestimated.) 
But there will be widespread regret 
because of the failure to require that 
the date of packing shall be placed 
upon every package. If this were 
done, the purchaser would know just 
how long the meat had been canned, 
and could exercise his own judgment 
as to whether the antiquity of the 
product wauld be objectionable. The 
consu has a moral right to this 
information. If he has no objection 
to meat that has been canned five 


years or more, nobody in particular 


will object to his eating it. But the 
labels on canned goods of all kinds 
should show just what the can con- 
tains, and the date of canning. This 
information, if honestly given, would 
be of decided benefit to all honorable 
dealers. It would injure only those 
who practice fraud intentionally. 

o will deny that the business of 

h dealers ought to be injured, or 
broken up entirely? It is a great 
disappointment that the House stub- 
bornly opposed the dating of inspec- 
tion. This proposition was clearly in 
the interest of public protection, and 
as plainly against fraudulent prac- 
ices 


As a whole, this amendment to the 
Agricultura! Bill will probably prove 
of much public benefit. It will insure 
a more thorough inspection of pack- 
ing-house products and of live stock 
before slaughter. The packers pro- 
fess to desire this, and the public 
demands ft. lt the measure just 
passed should prove ineffective, ft 
win be followed by more drastic le- 
lation. Public opinion has decided 
that there must be real reform in 
these matters, end public opinion will 
surely prevail the end. 


HAT NEW YORK CESSPOOL. 
Many will think that too much 
bes already been said in the newspa- 
pers, both in their news and editorial 
columns, touching the most recent 
murder in the city of New York. It 
seems an abuse of language to call the 
thing a tragedy. There is something 
of the dignity of the heroic involved 
in the word tragedy, and there is noth- 
ing dignified or herofe tn this latest 
killing im the metropolis of the West- 

ern Hemisphere. 4 

Take the whole affair at its worst 
aspect. The mother of the young 
woman seems to have deceiiberately 
thrust der into the center of the lime- 
light, where her fatal gift of beauty 
would be motzt likely to lead the pretty 
child of sixteen most promptly to her 
own destruction. As for the child her- 
self, her case seems to be one which 
calls for only sympathy. Inadequately 
educated, improperly brought up, 
thrust into the midst of the most hor- 
rible temptations for a girl of her 
striking beauty, her pathway could 
scarcely lead to any other end than 
destruction. Her feet probably foi- 
lowed that path with willing steps. 
She is still young, and scarcely real- 
izes her position, but she is sowing 
dragons’ teeth in every act of her life, 
and the sting of the vipers will sooner 
or later enter into the very depths of 
her soul, and they are probably not 
very profound. 

As for the men concerned in this 
dirty mess, White, the architect, was 
possessed of many fine traits of great- 
ness. Nature had endowed him, mot 
simply with talents, but with genius. 
He was more than an architect, he was 
a real artist. Besides this, he was a 
man of most generous impulses, kindly 
of heart, but, unfortunately for him- 
self and for those whose fate was 
tied up with his life, he learned to 
tread too careleasiy the primrose path 
of dalliance, and it led him to no very 
unnatural end. Whatever excuses may 
be offered for the escapades of men 
in their early youth, and before they 
take upon themselves the responsibili- 
ties of husband and father, there cer- 
tainly can be no apology for a man 
with a good wife, with children grow- 
ing up around him, for still continuing 
in these more than questionable en- 
tanglements, which the inecrutable 
laws of life seem to have decreed shall 
end in misety and horror. However, 
Stanford White followed the rosy 
paths his feet chose, and he has suf- 
fered the just reward of his deeds. He 
is gone, and so far as we are con- 
cerned, his account is closed. 

Harry Thaw is only a too frequent 
example of the fate of young men born 
to great riches. His parents were 
probably of very ordinary origin. Their 
great accumulations of wealth were 
undoubtedly the result of earnest ef- 
fortand im the inception of rigid econ- 
omy. Like too many others who know 
what toil, earnest effort and self-con- 
trol in early years means, they seemed 
to have been possessed of the notion 
that there was no curse but the curse 
of labor, and that the grime of toi! 
should never blacken the finger-nalis 
of their child. He was not to know 
what privation, economy, self-denia! 
or self-control might mean. Pampered

It is prob- 
ably part of the patd-for programme 
outlined by the skiliful lawyers and 
unscrupulous detectives to ward off 
from the young man's head the sword 
of justice that is hanging over him. 

It will be easy to summon witne:ses 
to swear to scenes of gross violence on 
the part of young Thaw toward his 
mother and toward every other person 
who ever tried to curb his headstrong 
will and vicious propensities. But out- 
breaks of towering passion on the part 
of headstrong men are no proof of in- 
sanity, temporary or permanent, emo- 
tional or otherwise. It ts simply giv- 
ing loose reins to unbridled passion 
and ungoverned temper, which, from 
his birth to the time of his arrest for 
this murder, were seconded, abetted 
and encouraged by almost every act 
of his parents. There is no reason to 
think that he was any more insane at 
the moment when these passions broke 
loose on the roof garden of the theater, 
resulting in the death of his old-time 
rival, than that he was insane on for- 
mer occasions when his guardians, 
alarmed at his spendthrift habits, un- 
dertook to cut off, but too late, the 
lavish supply of money which was the 
main cause of his destruction.

A drink 
at any of the principal saloons cost 
that amount and as it was the custom 
of the country to treat everybody with 
whom @ person was even slightly ac- 
quainted, and to take the bar keeper 


in also, it may be seen that $4 a day 


in the mines or mills did not reach 
very far. 

In every country, outside of the 
United States, they have smaller 
change than the cent. In England, 
the smallest coin is the farthing or 
half cent. In the Latin monetary un- 
fon, on the continent of Europe— 
France, Belgium, Switzerland 
Italy—the smallest coin is the centime, 
five of which equal a cent. In Bra- 
sil, and in China, they have coins 
that represent only half of this 
amount, and in at least one oriental 
country a tenth of a cent Is too large 
for the purchasing power of the poor- 
est people, so they use a minute plece 
of base metal representing about a 
hundredth part of a cent. 

Old timers may sneer at the cent 
as much as they please, but it has 
come to stay. Also, however much It 
may be despised and opposed by those 
who remember the days when boot- 
blacks could change a ‘double eagle, 
the cent marks the progress of Amer- 
ican civiligation. In other words, if 
we may be allowed to perpetrate a bad 
pun, civiligation is like the hound that 
follows the cent.

ONESTY AND THE LAW. 
A shake-up is promised in the 
New York police force over the ques- 
tion of naturalization. An investiga- 
tion is now under way to determine 
how many members of the force hold 
fraudulent naturalization papers. It 


appears that the naturalised men on. 


the force comprise M per cent. of the 
entire number, and that in an un- 
known number of cases the naturaliza- 
tion papers are fraudulent. 

This matter is certainly worthy of 
careful and thorough investigation. 
That an unnaturalized alien should be 
allowed to serve in the police of any 
American city is violative of all our 
ideas of the eternal fitness of things.

An alien who becomes a citi- 
zen of the United States by honest 
means takes a pledge, presumably in 
good faith, to uphold and obey the 
‘laws. Such a person, other things be- 
ing equal, is eligible as a police officer. 
or for any position for which he is 
fitted. But one who secures papers of 
naturalization by fraud or by misrep- 
resentation of any kind, cannot be ex- 
pected to be dependable aw an officer 
of the law, and is unfit for any posi- 
tion of trust. There can not be honest 
enforcement of the laws unless the 
men charged with their enforcement, 
from the lowest to the highest officer, 
are honest.

Then the doll 
fight was on. 

The defendants maintained, and sup-

ACTION FOR RECOVERY.

Puzzle as to Who Will Ge Served, 
as the Directorate of the Company 
Is a Myth at the Present Day—Long 
Series of Similar Actions in Vari- 
ous Courts. 


The Equitable Investment Company, 
corporate name for a concern whose 
president is Hon. T. P. Lukens, has 
brought suit in the United States Cir- 
cult Court against the Perris Irrigation 
District. 

The action is the largest in a 
of more or less famous sults, and the 
bill of complaint is in fifteen counts.

TREASURY HAS LIMITS. 

Some of the buildings have been 
completed for six months, but the city 
Officials have apparently been striving 
to avoid accepting them; the city 
treasury is in no condition to stand the 
expense of at least $500 a month 
manning the new hospital, and there 
are no patients.

Ged until the $50,000 of bonds 
Origimaliy voted are not enough to 
complete it, although the city owned 
the ground on which it was located. 
The expense to date has been $56,000;

will amount to $2500 or $3000. 

Those in charge say that it is not 
fair to count in the cost of grading the 
grounds: that the work is to be done 
by the chain gang and that the city 
will pay out no money for it. But the 
city will pay out at least $2000 for the 
street work that the chain gang could 
do in the same time that it could grade 
and level the smalipox hospital 
grounds. 

When the hospital was originally 
planned Health Officer Powers secured 
from New Orleans plans of a detention 
hospital similar to the one in use 
there. These plans ld have per- 
mitted the city to use the hospital for 
patients suffering from all the dis- 
eases against which the city estab- 
Hal. es a quirantine: but the arrange- 
ment was pronounced lacking in ele- 
Fance, and it wasn't art. 80 the plans 
to be had for the asking were a 
carded. and the city has paid $2750 
architect's fees alone. 

HOTEL MEN INTERESTED. 

Countering against the acceptance 
of the $60,000 toy by the city there 
comes from the health department an 
agitation for a detention hospital; for 
a place where persons suffering from 
measies or diphtheria may be housed 
temporarily, and to which patients 
might be moved from the Receiving 
Hospital. In this demand the hotel 
men join. They have discovered that 
the promise of a place to which sus- 
pects might be moved from the big 
een hotels is only a will-o’-the- 


"They urge that the deserted village 
in Chavez ravine be used for diseases 
of a mildly contagious form and thata 
smalipox isolation station and pest- 
house be located somewhere else.

AN IDEA RUN MAD. f 


The smalipox hospital is a good ex- 
ample of the municipal-owpership idea 
run mad. Like most munftipal enter- 
prises, the evolution of the detention 
hospital fiasce extends over two or 
three administrations and it is well- 
nigh impossible to @x the blame. 

The original plans were evolved by 
the Council that went out of office twu 
years ago. The contract for the work 
was let by the present Council and its 
completion is now in the hands ot the 
Board of Public Works. The extent of 
the interest taken in the hospital by 
these in authority is shown by the 
fact that neliher a committee from the 

resent Council nor the Board of Pub- 

te Works ever visited the place while 
the hospital was buliding. 

Healfh Officer Powers and members 
of the Health Board went there a few 
times. But as a result of some sug- 
gestions they made a coolness arose 
letweer them and those in charge and 
then the health o s kept away, too. 

And now that the hospital is; ready 
for occupancy the last straggling case 
of semallpox has disappeared and there 
is no apparent reason for the placing 
in commission of the municipal white 
elephant of the city of Los Angeles.

VIRGIL OWEN A DISCOVERER IN 
WIDE FIELD. 


Returns from Arizona Bearing 
Valuable Trophies, Among Them 
Nests and Eggs Never Seen by 
Students—Adds New Moth of Dis- 
tinct Species and Genus. 


— 


Virgil Owen, son of United States 
Commissioner Owen, has just returned 
from an extended prospecting trip in 
Arizona—a prospect not of gold, but 
for the advancement of natural his- 
tory. 

He has brought with him an en- 
tremely interesting and valuable col- 
lection of specimens, some of which 
will be of general use in furthering 
natural history knowledge. 

His title of “Distinguished Amateur“ 
is certainly perfected, for although he 
modestly disavows any claim to pro- 
fessional science, he has performed 
several feats which have eluded the 
more well-known naturalists. 

In his collection case he now has 
two complete nests and correspording 
sets of eggs of the “Stephens Virev,” 
a small bird between the warblers and 
the fiy-catchers. These are the only 
eee that naturalists have ever seen, 


ere for the bird has been extremely vtu- 


sive. The especies was discovered fully 
twenty years ago, but until Mr. Owens’ 
find no man has ever seen their nesis. 
He himeelf has been on the watch for 
six years. 9 

He also has a set of eggs from the 
ficeenulated screech owl. This fs the 
seconhad set known to have been taken 
by American scientific men. 

Last r he discovered a new moth. 
which was not only a distinct spectes, 
but of an entirely new genus, ‘which 
makes it all the more interesting ‘o 
eacholastic circles. This insect, which 
deposits its eggs on the oak tree, is 
now properly named “Utricha Owen.“ 
and has taken its place among other 
classified living things.

PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
PROFESSIONAL IDEALS: THE TEACHER. 
HEN the daughter of an eminent scholar, cele- 
brated for his pedagogical wisdom, anxiously 
asked her father what studies she should select, 
he replied that he was less concerned about what she 
was to study than with whom she was to study. The 
common tendency; however, seems rather to be the other 
way; we are apt to think that ample provision for proper 
education has been made when the desired courses are 
chosen at a formally representative institution, whereas 
the really important factor in the school or college life 
of a student is the surrounding influence, the character 
of the instruction he receives and the power and per- 
sonality of the teacher or teachers with whom he is 
associated. 

The teaching profession, standing midway between 
the home and the state, is one of the most potent forces 
for the production of mentally and physically capable 
and morally and spiritually stable citizens by educating 
and training the youth of today to become the strong- 
hold of the nation tomorrow. The most efficient teach- 
ers, like the best poets and orators, are born, not made. 

Did the function of teaching consist in nothing more 
than a monitorship, and conducting a given number of 
catechetical processes each day, to the end of exercising 
the memory, any one with sufficient intelligence to un- 
derstand the text and maintain order might teach! But 
teaching connotes far more than a knowledge and inter- 
pretation of the textbook and power to enforce school 
discipline. It requires primarily the love of learning and 
the instinct to impart, the passion for shaping character, 
developing the latent possibilities of the soul; the zeal- 
ous and painstaking training of faculty for a due com- 
prehension of the complexities of life; the purposive 
effort to so discipline the whole mind as to piace the 
student in possession of all his powers—to give him to 
himself; and by making the most of himself, at once 
enriching and adorning the world as one of its efficient 
and effective parts. 

Teaching is a science and an art; hence the teacher 
must understand both the theory and practice of peda- 


gogy. To this end we have educational history, philos- 


ophy, and psychology theoretical and experimental; to 
say nothing of systematic child study and mathematical 
calculation of the average brain capacity of the subjects 
of education. So much for the science, which in itself fs 
to enable one to perform the functions of the ideal edu- 
eator. Science is exact, classified knowledge. But in

Its WONDERFUL DEVELOPMENT AND 
How IT 18 BUILDING SEATTLE. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


EATTLE, 1906.—I -write these notes In the heart of 

Alaska’s great commercial metropolis, Seattle. I 

am in the Alaska Club, surrounded by members 
from the Klondike, Cape Nome, Seward Peninsula, Falr- 
banks, Ketchikan, Sitka and Juneau; and at my elbow 
is W. M. Sheffield, the secretary. Upon the walls are 
photographs showing all phases of life in our treasure 
of the Arctic. Here is a picture of a railroad whose 
lie nearer the pole than any other on earth, and 
an automobile, filled with Eskimos, puffing along 
edge of Cape Nome.

Old Glory in California. 
Evers WHICH ARE TO BE CELE- 
BRATED THIS SUMMER. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HERE will be a series of flag raisings and celebra- 

tions this summer, begianing al Monterey on July 

6 and ending at Los Angeles on August 13. Few 
people of the present generation have more than a vague 
idea of the historical events that these flag raisings are 
to commemorate. It is in celebration of the sixtieth an- 
niversary of the conquest of California—the ceremonies 
to take place at the places occupied successively by the 
Americans. The conquest was bloodless, except perhaps 
a few wounded in bushwhacking tilts. The real fighting 
was after the conquest, to put down a rebellion, and 
many of the present generation get these events con* 
fused. Like the traditional ripe pear, California fell 
into American hands without a blow, as did New Mex- 
ico. 
The veterans of the Mexican war living in California 
will attend these flag raisings, and the oldest settlers, 
American and Hispano-Mexican, who took part in the 
affair, or Were only spectators, will attend the celebra- 
tions at their respective cities. The Society of the 


Daughters of the Mexican Veterans, of which there are. 


branches throughout the State, will also aid in the 
celebrations. 


A fleet had been dispatched to the“ Western Coast, un- 
der Commodore Sloat, to seize California as part of the 
plan against Mexico, and in order to prevent it from fall- 
ing into the possession of Great Britain.

wily commandante of the post attempted to delay mat- 
ters with the statement.that “he had no authority to 
surrender.” Commodore Sloat saw a way out of this, 
and on the morning of July 7 landed 250 marines, 
marched to the old customhouse, which is still stand- 
ing, and hauling down the Mexican flag, ran up the 
American flag. with the usual twenty-one guns, three 
and a tiger. There was no resistance—not a 
le gun was fired.

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San Pedro, and, at La Mesa, within three miles of 
Angeles, the command was reinforced by a battalion of 
infantry. The Mexican army, numbering about 200, was 
drawn up in battle array, but, after reviewing the enemy, 
a retreat was sounded. On the 13th the American army 
took possession of Los Angeles without firing a gun, and 
the conquest was complete. The Mexican flag was low- 
‘ered and the American flag was raised in front of the 
barracks, which building is now known as the St. 
Charles Hotel, on North Main street, near Commercital. 


Los Angeles being the last place taken, it is, therefore, 
fitting that the flag raising ceremonies shall end here, 
and, owing to its greater historic interest, the ceremo- 
nies will no doubt be more imposing; for Los Angeles 
was also the head center of the revolt, and enjoys the 
distinction of a reconquest, and second and final flag 
raising. 

Immediately after the conquest the revo- 
lutionists decided upon “pronouncing” against the Amer- 
jeans. Serbula Varela organized an “army” of about 
twenty valiant and patriotic men of proved ability to 
make a noise, and, armed with muskets, drums and tin 
pans, they surrounded the American garrison on the 
night of September 22, at the dark of the moon, and 
with a shout: “Viva Libertad!” fired their blunderbuses 
into the midnight air, and began to beat their band. 
Then they fired another volley—and fied. The pueblo 
Was soon in an uproar. The revolution was on foot. 

The American garrison then changed its base to the 
hill overlooking the turbulent town, where a fort of 
sand bags was constructed. 

Next day Capt. Gillespie arrested several prominent 
Mexicans, who, it was said, had nothing to do with the 
burlesque. This fanned the smouldering embers into a 
flame. 

José Maria Flores, another professional! revolutionist, 
now issued an “appeal to arms,” and a government was 
organized, on paper, with himself as “Governor and 
Commandante-General.” José Antonio Caro was 
named as second general; Andres Pico, a brother of the 
former Governor, was named as third general: and Don 
Antonio Coronel was given the portfolio of Secretary of 
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they were dad 


War. The Governor and his Cabinet met nightly at the 
Coronal casa on the present Central avenue and Seventh 
street. The Secretary of War detailed men to make 
lances and to collect bits of iron and steel for lance 
blades. The ladies melted their tin plates and pans and 
run the raw material into bullets. Sefiora Reyes dug up 
the little cannon which she had buried in her garden 
when the Americans captured the town. It had been on 
duty in front of the guardhouse, and was used for firing 


| salutes. This comprised the artillery arm of the Mexi- 


can army. Nearly all of the powder in the pueblo had 
been consumed in salutes, but a poor quality was manu- 
factured by the commissary department. 

In the meantime, the first real “battle” of the revolu- 
tion took place. A detachment of twenty men had been 
dispatched to intercept the flight of the Mexican gen- 
erals and Governor toward Mexico. The detachment 
was recalled by courier to reinforce Los Angeles, but 
was intercepted by a Mexican force under Serbula Va- 
rela, the leader of the revolt, at Chino Ranch. The 
Americans surrendered. Their loss was three wounded. 
One Mexican was killed. The skirmish is known 
in history as the Battle of Chino.” The Mex- 
ican army, under Flores, at Los Angeles, then made 
a demonstration against the Americans. The news of 
this defeat had a demoralizing effect, and on September 
29, the garrison surrendered. It was permitted to march 
out with the honors of war—flags flying. and drums beat- 
ing, and carrying four field pieces. It was stated by the 
Mexicans that these four cannon were to be surrendered 
to the “commandante” at San Pedro. But, upon arriv- 
ing there Gillespie spiked guns, knocked off their 
breech knobs, and tumbled them into the bay. Twenty 
years later these guns were fished out of the bay. Two 
were planted at the corner of North Main and Commer- 
cial streets to do duty as hitching posts, and the other 
two were parked at the Broadway entrance of the Court- 
house. ‘ 

Couriers had been sent to Monterey for reinforcements 
to put down the revolt. Jean Flaco, or “Lean John,” 
carried the message in a cigarette, bound up in his back 
hair. He left the beleaguered city, according to his own 
statement, amid a storm of shot and shell, and made the 
ride in fifty-two hours—a distance of 461 miles. In the 
meantime Santa Barbara, with its garrison of ten men, 
had been retaken. 

Finally, on October 7, the Savannah arrived at San Pe- 
dro, and Capt. Mervine with 300 marines and Gillespie's 
company, marched toward Los Angeles that afternoon. 
They were met at Dominguez ranch by the Mexican army 
of 200, supported by the cannon dug up by Sefiora Reyes, 
which was dragged along with riatas. Five Americans 
were killed and six wounded. The Mexican loss was not 
reported. The American dead were buried on Deal 
Man's Island.“ in San Pedro Harbor. The Americans re- 
turned to San Pedro, and in a few days Commodore 
Stockton arrived there with 800 men. This little cannan 
was handed down in history as the Woman's Cannon,” 
and Inocencia Reyes was accordingly canonized as a 
patriot. 


Gen. Kearney had taken possession of New Mexico, 
without resistance, and had arrived at San Diego. He 
immediately pushed forward with a detachment of 160 
dragoons and two field pieces. On the evening of De- 
cember 6 the command arrived at the Indian village of 
San Pasqual, thirty miles north of San Diego, and went 
into camp. The Mexican army of about 500 was en- 
camped in the picturesque San Pasqual Valley, and the 
general felt so secure that advance pickets were not 
thrown out. Next morning about daylight the Amert- 
cans made the attack. A cold sleeting rain was falling 
and the ground was very slippery. The charge being 
down hill was also to their „Alsadvantage. even though 
it was a surprise to the enemy. At the first volley the 
Mexicans fell back, but reformed and stood. The Amer- 
icans made another charge, and some ot the dragoons 
being mounted upon Mexican horses dhd not knowing 
how to manage them, were carried into the enemy's 
lines. A hand-to-hand fight followed, the Mexicans 
using their lances and the Americans wielding their 
muskets as clubs. The engagement lasted about an 
hour, the Americans losing twenty-one killed and nine- 
teen wounded. Every American killed or wounded re- 
ceived from one to eight lance thrusts. Gen. Kearney 
received two lance wounds. This is one of the very few 
engagements in which the killed exceeds the number of 
wounded. The Mexicans captured a cannon, or rather 
the Mexican horses deserted to their lines, carrying the 
cannon and the gunner with them. The American dead 
were buried that night on the field of San Pasqual, at 
the base of a large live oak tree. The Mexican losses 
perhaps equaled those of the Americans. 

On January 8, the advancing Americans, numbering 
about 500, with four pieces of artillery, met the Mexicas 
army at the San Gabriel River crossing, about ten miles 
from Los Angeles. The Mexicans numbering about 500, 
with four pieces of artillery mounted upon ox wagons, 
were posted upon the hill commanding the stream. The 
Americans moved forward their artillery and advanced 
under the cover of its fire. Owing to the elevated posi- 
tion the Mexican cannon were not effective, at least upon 
the enemy. There was little powder. and the shots 
went too high in the air. One gun kicked over the cals- 
son and oxen, and had to be hauled off the field. The 
American loss was two killed and eight wounded. The 
Mexican loss was probably greater. 

Next morning the Americans advanced upon Los An- 
geles, and encountered the enemy at La Mesa. three 
miles from the pueblo—the point where they were for- 
merely reviewed by the enemy, when the latter fled with- 
out firing a gun. There was artillery firing at tong 
range—the Mexican oxen evidently could not be goaded 
in the direction of the storm center. The Mexican 
cavalry, however, did effective service. Commodore 
Stockton and four others were wounded. None were 
killed. The Mexican loss was not reported. Flores re- 
treated with his army, and the Americans encamped on 
the Los Angeles River. Next morning they entered the 
city without firing a shot. The eagle on the cactus with 
a rattlesnake in its beak again went to roost, and the 
American eagle again soared upward and to stay.

Thomson did not, however, read the Decla- 
ration from the balcony of Independence Hall to the 
people crowded outside to hear for the first time in what 
terms the colonists should tell King George that his con- 
trol of the thirteen colonies was at end. 


That privilege was reserved for John Nixon, a promi- 
nent member of the Committee of Safety. In honor of 
the occasion, delegates to the Congress filed out in the 
July sunshine to listen to the sacred words. 

Nixon has been described/as a master elocutionist with 
a voice so clear and distinct that it was heard clear to 
Fifth street, one square distant. He took his place on 
the balcony, which was then the favorite rostrum of the 
day. Crowds had assembled to hear him, gathered by 
the ringing of the liberty bell. It was a memorable cele- 
bration, and the first in the history of the nation.

Being moon-struck is one of the horrors of the sea- 
faring man. No properly-schooled sailor would think 
of sleeping in the full of the moon without first cover- 
ing his face properly with a piece of sailcloth. Every 
sailor on board the boat testified that he had seen men 
with their faces twisted out of shape; that their mouths 
would be skylarking around where their ears ought to 
be, and their eyes crossed until they could see the west 
when they were looking at the rising sun, and that it 
was a most common affair to find sailors whose heads 
were so twisted that they were walking backward when 
they should be walking forward. ; 

Despite these awful tales, as we approached the sou 
ern latitudes we decided to “spiel” out on deck until we 
were well on our way to Shanghai.

If by any chance the moon 
would sneak under the covering, the mate on watch 
would waken us, and we would shift our shadower until 
the moon was thoroughly cheated.

The battle of Red Bank was fought while the British 
were trying to force their way by water into Philadel. 
phia in 1777, just after Washington had fought the Bat - 
tle of Brandywine. 

The Hessians, under Count Dunop, marched from Cam- 
den, through Haddonfield, Westville and just north of 
Woodbury to Fort Mercer. In the early morning of Oc- 
tober 22 the Hessian drum beat echoed that of the Rhode 
Island troops in the fort. 

After waiting until 3 o'clock, a cannonade was be- 
gun by the Hessians from behind 


The present monument is erected of the 
Americans and of Col. Christopher Green, 
afterward murdered by some British Dragoons. 

The Red Bank monument is only a trifle older 


The Germantown monument was erected by the com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, and cost $10,000. It stands 
in Vernon Park, in the very heart of that district along 
which the struggle 


raged. 
This was one of the bitterest battles of the war. 
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George Washington himself was in charge of the colo- 
en tn would have emerged a victor but for the bad 

t of one of his subordinates, who stopped to en- 
gage a detachment of Britishers who had taken refuge 
in the Chew mansion, a famous old structure which stin 
stands, and is one of the finest samples of true colonial 
architecture in existence. 

The delay resulted in breaking the American line, with 
a result that Washington was forced to retreat in order 
to save his forces. * 

It was this disaster that put the British in possession 
of Philadelphia, and forced the Americans to spend the 
awful winter of 1777-1778 on the bleak heights of Val- 
ley Forge. The battle was fought October 4, 1777. 

Concord Bridge, “where was fired the shot heard the 
world around,” has long had a monument. It stands at 
the place where occurred the conflict between a small 
body of local militia and a detachment of British troops, 
sent from Boston to seize military stores located at Con- 
cord, which was the seat of the first provincial Con- 
gress. 

The battle was so uneven that it has usually been re- 
ferred to as the Concord massacre. The date, April 19, 
1775, has been carefully cherished by Massachusetts, and 
on every recurring April 19, Boston takes as a holiday, 
known as Patriot's Day.” 

Léxington, closely associated with Concord, for the 
battle which placed it in history, was fought on the same 
day, has a monument, which is exceedingly important, 
az it really marks the site of the first armed conflict be- 
tween the mother country and the rebelling colonists. 
The loss of the patriots was comparatively small, while 
273 redcoats fell killed and wounded.

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A Scotland Yard Story. 


THE Erisopk OF THE DISTRESSED 


YouneG LaDy. 
From Manchester Chronicle. 
HE visits of foreign rulers to this country always 
provide anxious times for Scotland Yard, because 
there then falls on what is known as the Political 
Section of the C. I. D. the responsibility for the safety of 
the na.ion’s guest. 

No one outside officia) circles can properly appreciate 
the nature of that responsibility. London is the refuge 
of anarchists from all over the world. Most of them, 
it is true, are harmless so far as violent action is con- 
cerned, but inasmuch as the “comrades” are constantly 
going and coming to and fro across the Channel it neces- 
sarily happens that there are always in London a num- 
ber, sometimes small, and sometimes more numerous, of 
desperate men, men who in their own countries have 
adopted a policy of violence, the cowardly violence of 
the assassin. 

These men, if they saw an opportunity of vengeance 
»gainst a political enemy, are individuals who would not 
hesitate to employ the methods of anarchist murder, 
even in the great city which, loving freedom liberty, 
has afforded them its shelter. 

This fluctuating crowd of political desperadoes receives 
the very earnest attention of the Political Section of 
Scotland Yard. 

But the political section, being only human, is some- 
times puzzled. It was puzzled over some aspects of a 
recent international episode. an episode which happily 
is now regarded as one of the most brilliant of Scotland 
Yard's secret successes, known to the powers that be, 
yet never published to the world at large. Scotland 
Yard carried it to a highly satisfactory conclusion, and 
yet in doing so was incidentally puzzied. 

The affair rose during the last visit of President Lou- 
bet to this country. Superintendent Childwick, the chief 
of the Political Section, sat at his desk. pipe in mouth, 
and looked up blandly at the clerk who came in with 
the message. 

“A woman,” said the Chief. “who says she comes from 
the Soho meeting. Dear me.“ Superintendent Child- 
wick was refiective. As he sat there at his desk he 
looked amazingly like a middle-aged doctor. In reality 
he was a man with an almost outrageous physical cour- 
age, with a lightning-like comprehension, and was the 
quickest hand with a revolver in Scotland Yard. 

“That’s strange,” he sald at last. “We have no entry 
which corresponds with this woman who claims to be an 
anarchist. Show her up. You and Jenkins had better 
remain just outside the door, for she may attempt some 
monkey trick or other.” 

When the clerk had gone, the superintendent took out 
of the top drawer of his desk a tiny black revolver, ex- 
amined it, and put it between two inkpots where ft would 
not be noticed, and where it was within four inches of 
his fingers as his hand lay carelessly on top of the desk. 


But he need not have troubled. The lady who was 


shown in to him was a thin, delicate young woman of 
about twenty-four, dressed tastefully in black with 4 
veil which, thrown up, revealed a clear-cut face, white 
with emotion, and eyes red with recent weeping. Zu- 
perintendent Childwick had seen enough of human na- 
ture to know that this was a woman in distress. He 
put a chair for her and said kindly: “You wanted to 
see me?” 

“Yes, yes,” she said with a foreign accent, “but I 
hardly know where to begin.” 

She was very agitated. and he could see that she was 
just on the brink of tears. 

“Let me help you,” said the Chief. “Suppose you be- 
gin with your name.” 

“tl am Josephine Soyer,” she said impulsively. “I 
came over from Paris this week to join Mark and Jaques 
and Antoine and the rest at the place in Soho. You 
know. 

“I know quite well,” said the Chief. 

“It was like this. I came over to help them because 
all their great work is to be done within the next day 
or two. And now I am acting the traitor. I don't care. 
I love the great cause, but I am a woman. And, sir, I 
have been shamefully used.” “Tell me all about it. Iam 
sure if any one can help you I can.” The Superintendent 
was quite fatherly. His sympathy had its effect on the 
young woman. 

“Mark is my sweetheart,” she said. “We were to have 
been married. I have been here but two days, and 1 
thought he loved me as much as ever.

breeds,” “all-purpose fowl,” the “meat breeds,” 

“standard-bred poultry,” “graded stock,” and “mon- 

‘greis.” In their application these terms are more or 

less elastic, and may mean much or little. By “egg 

breeds” is usually meant the Mediterranean class, and 
especially the Leghorns, though to state that the all- 
purpose breeds,” of which the Rocks and Wyandottes 
are leading examples, will not lay equally well under 
favorable conditions, is to give expression to a state- 
ment easily refuted; by “meat breeds” is meant the In- 


will give as fine a yield of hen fruit as Leghorns, while 
the Dorking will probably average as many eggs per 
year as the “Rocks; “Standard-bred” signifies that the 
bird is “up” in the essential qualifications demanded by 
the American Standard of Perfection, which apply as- 
most wholly to physical conditions, such as shape, size, 


color, and about 75 per cent. pure in blood; “mongreis” 
are a miscellaneous collection of breeds “running to- 
gether” devoid of type, shape and defined color mark- 
lace in the operation of suc- 


cessful breeders. There is no advantage of any lasting

not its counterpart in the pure blood in better form and 
wider as well as lasting scope. “Hardy breeds” applies 
to those varieties best able to resist exposure and oner- 
ous conditions; to the contrary the word “delicate,” as 
applied to fowl, expresses correspondingly opposite fea- 
tures.

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FIELD NOTES. 
Where le That Reputation? 


NE of the leading agricultural publications of the 

East has an article describing the success of Mr. 

Hatfield, the alleged rainmaker of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. The paper goes so far as to say that Hatfleld | 
starts into his new field in the Yukon country with an 
established reputation as a rainmaker. Others have 
had to impose somewhat upon the imagination and 
credulity of their victims but Mr. Hatfield begins his 
sky-gaasing with a record behind him that practically 
secures success for his arctic venture. This piece of 
news as to reputation will be a surprise to most of us 
who believe that our rains have been coming obedient 
to the great laws of atmospheric motion and condition, 
and that the puny efforts of an experimenter with a 
few cubic feet of gas has nothing more to do with our 
storms than the breath of the man in the moon. It Is 
not conservatism, but common sense to adjudge from 
the facts of our rains coming in from a great area of 
disturbance that they are not influenced by a little 
“chimney” of gas sent up from a dry mountainside. But 
if our British cousins wish to be humbugged there is 
no better place to come for the material than the land 
just across the line.

The Flame Tokay. ~ 


VINE GROWER whe has a fine vineyard in the 

foothills north of Los Angeles, while showing me 
his plants, said he had become disgusted with the 
Flame Tokay as a market grape. It produces well but | 
the berries do not become colored, no matter how fa- 
vorable the season. He wants to know the reason this 
grape does not color in a satisfactory manner. I do 
not suppose anyone knows the inner workings of solle 
and varicties well enough to explain or even suggest a 
reason. But the fact remains that sandy or alluvial 
soils destitute of clay will not produce the Flame Tokay 
in its best color, and as the color and shipping quali- 
ties are its best recommendations it is useless to pro- 
duce this variety unless the color can be given it. 1 
think where there is a sufficient quantity of clay this 
great seller will usually color well. It is a very strong 
grower and bears well under almost any soll conditions, 
but must have the color to be of value as a market 
variety. In quality the grape is not up to the average 
of table kinds by any means, but it is a fine keeper and 
when colored properly is in demand in the East espe- 
cially because of the large berries and the very large 
bunches. It is properly called the Flaming Tokay,

Planters should consult their soll characteristics before 
setting out this variety, as there has been many fail- 
tires in the sandy valleys’ about Southern California 
with the Flame Tokay. 


Electric Winds.

California tor years that the desert winds that oo 
casionally blow over the Coast valleys are so charged 
with electricity that they burn the foliage of trees and 
plants wherever they occur. Others have held that the 
burning is caused by the heat and dryness of the winds 
and that the electricity which nearly always accom- 
panies the storms has nothing to do with the damage. 
To get expert advice upon this matter I recently wrote 
to Prof. Alexander McAdie of the Climatological Service 
for California, and this is his reply: 

“In reply to your letter I think that the Santa Ana 
winds are detrimental chiefly because they are ex- 
tremely dry and very warm. We do not know posi- 
tively whether these winds carry an excess of positive 
fons; but it seems likely that they do. Ordinarily 
plants are stimulated by electrical action; but a heavy 
current sent through a plant from a battery might 
easily injure the cells and fiber. I think that In the 
desert winds considerable electrification occurs because 
of the friction of the dust or sand particles. Many years 
ago Werner Seimens noticed that the face of one of the 
pyramids was quite electrified during a dust-laden wind 
from the desert. This would correspond somewhat with 
the conditions mentioned by you except that in case of 
vegetable matter the sand particles might cut the 
fiber. On the whole, I am inclined to think that the 
damage done by those dry, dust-laden winds is chiefly 
mechanical and that the electrical side of the problem 
is of much less significance than we are apt to think.” 

Pruning Small Fruits. * 

CORRESPONDENT of Santa Barbara asks as to 

the best time to prune or cut back Loganberry and 
blackberry plants. Many of the most successful grow- 
ers of the latter fruit do very little pruning, but it ts 
tolerable only because of the natural vigor of the val- 
ley solls, and success would be much more marked 
were they to cut back the plants every spring. The 
old canes should be cut out every summer rather than 
to be left till spring to carry disease over winter. The 
sceond spring after planting the weak new canes 
should be removed, leaving only eight or ten of the 
strongest to fruit. In cutting back the canes that are 
to remain one purpose is to thin the fruit in the most 
economical way. Another purpose is 


canes. Some cut back to the first strong buds; others 
cut down to a given length regardless of the condition 
of the fruiting buds. About four feet is probably the 
average length ‘eft to bear the crop. As raspberries

branch more freely fewer canes should be left for the 
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berry succeeds best grown upon the walls or trellis sup- 
ports, not having the strength of stem to stand alone 
like the blackberry. It is a cross between the Call- 
fornia wild blackberry and supposedly a red Antwerp 
raspberry, having the trailing habits of its maternal 
ancestor, I have seen a fair winter crop of the Logan- 
berry grown from vines that had been allowed to ram- 
ble around at their will, the early rains apparently giv- 
ing them the conditions that a dry summer had with- 
held. Ordinarily, field culture is good enough for the 
blackberry if the soll is good and a reasonable amount 
of water given. 


Quarantine Regulations. 


HERE is sure to be some trouble and conflict over 

the regulations lately promulgated by the State 
Horticultural Commissioner concerning the importation 
of fruits and plants from Florida. Whatever it may be, 
the State Commissioner and the Governor have appar- 
ently complied with the law, and if it pinches some 
importers they will have to submit, or attack the law. 
The enactment of the California Legislature of 1903 
provides that the State Commissioner of Horticulture, 
by and with the approval of the Governor, may estab- 
lish, maintain and enforce such quarantine regulations 
as may be deemed necessary to protect the nursertes, 
trees, shrubs, plants, vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, 
buds, fruit pits, fruit, vegetables, or other articles of 
horticulture against contagion or infection by injurious 
disease, insects or pests, by establishing such guaran 


tine at the boundaries of the State or elsewhere within 
the State, and he may make and enforce, with the ap- 


proval of the Governor, any and all such rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to bring this about. 
Acting under this authority the State Horticultural 


Commissioner, on the second day of last March, issued | 


a quarantine proclamation, approved by the Governor, 
as follows: “It is declared, that a horticultural quar- 
antine be and is hereby established against all fruit 
and nursery stock and plants imported from the States 
of Florida and Louisiana into the State of California, 
and all horticultural commissioners and local inspectors 
are hereby instructed to hold any and all such plants, 
fruit or nursery stock subject to the shippers thereof, 
for exportation out of the State, and to take every pre- 
caution for the prevention of the introduction of the 
white fly (Alerodes citri) into their districts.” This 
proclamation has been sent generally throughout the 
State, and it behooves all shippers and importers to 
take notice, for it is the intention to enforce the order.

Five Apples Lead. 
ROF. E. J. WICKSON, acting director and horticul- 


turist of California Agricultural Experiment Station, 


read a paper on the 14th of this month before the 
thirty-first annual convention of the American Assocta- 
tion of Nurserymen, at Dallas, Tex. In referring to ap- 
ples, Mr. Wickson said: 

“Five apples lead all others by a wide margin in 
California, and these in the order of their prominence, 
are as follows: Yellow Newtown Pippin, Yellew Belle- 
fleur, White Winter Pearmain, Gravenstein and Red 
Astrachan. Fifteen others, also in order of approval, 
are widely favored, as follows: Rhode Island Greening, 
Esopus Spitzenberg, Missouri Pippin, White Astrachan, 
Red June, Alexander Baldwin, Barly Harvest, King, 
Winesap, Fall Pippin, Jonathan, Skinner’s Pippin and 
Ben Davis. There is demand for new early varieties 
larger and better than the old for eariy ripening dis- 
tricts where alone early apples are profitable; also for 
hot interior regions where they reach good quality be- 
fore the coming of the high heat which ruins late ap- 
ples by premature ripening: also for late varieties that 
can endure such heat without injury. |

qualities of the Lawler combined with the eating qual- 
ity of the Yellow Newtown Pippin; a Yellow Bellefleur 
that does not grow in bunches and which will not crack 
and rust at the stem, and with better foliage and re-

ounces -sulphur, 3% ounces fluorine, 3 ounces potassium, 
2% ounces sodlum, 2 ounces magnesium, 1% ounces iron, 
1 ounce silicon, % ounce manganese. The ash constitu- 
ents of plants are generally combined with oxygen as 
oxides or acids; fluorine and manganese are found only 


in traces, and no figures are therefore given in the fol- 
lowing table.

It may be noted that unpolished 
rice, from the Louisiana amills, is being introduced 
throughout the country by hygienic reformers.

As American people live so largely 
on white flour and sweets, it is not surprising that their 
nerves, being half-starved, are demoralized, and that a 
nervous disease of some kind is the rule rather than the 
exception. 
Note, also, the high percentage of organic salts con- 
tained in those exceedingly valuable foods, strawberries, 
lettuce and spinach. 
The absence from the table of apricots, loquats, gua- 
yas, oranges and tomatoes may be explained by the fact 
that the table from which this table was compiled by 
Mr. Carqué was “made in Germany,” a country where 
these fruits, except the orange, are unknown, or little 
known. Perhaps, some day, before long, when the ex-

She was sighted nearly 
fifty times and set on fire by a dozen steamers, but was 
so waterlogged and sodden that the timber would not 
burn. 

The Fannie Wolston was another that was out for 
1408 days and traversed 9000 miles, but most of this was 
in moving east and west, north and south, through a 
limited area in mid-ocean, though she was also caught 
by the great marine current and swept circling round 
between the liner track and the Equator, on through 
the Gulf of Mexico, and then northward past the Amer- 
ican coast again till she was sighted off Cape May, about 
four years after her crew left her, when she seemed 
about to go to the bottom. She also was set on fire sev- 
eral times, but not with much effect, and it is not known 
but that she collided with more than one ship and sent 
them to the bottbm. 

In the face of these facts, no less than the acknowl- 
edged certainty that many a fine ship has gone to the 
bottom as a result of colliding with derelicts, the case 
would seem to be established for international action by 
the great marine powers in this connection.

gone to a successful issue. 

Washington crossing the Delaware is always remem- 
bered as one of the episodes of the war for liberty. It 
resulted in the battle of Trenton. A magnificent shaft 
rearing its stately head above the New Jersey capital 
tells its history of how Washington on Christmas night, 
1776, when the Hessians were feasting, drew together his 
forces and crossed the Delaware when the floating ice 
was supposed to have made this feat impossible, fe!! 
upon the enemy, and completely routed them, capturing 
1000 men. 

This triumph coming when the pitiable condition of 
the American forces made defeat seem a certainty, put 
new hope into the cause, and sent the continentals into 
the fray with renewed determination. 

The battle of the Brandywine was a reverse for the 
patriot arms. Here Lord Howe defeated Washington, 
but the strength of the forces was disproportionate, the 
Britishers having all the better of numbers and equip- 
ment. 


With singular appropriateness, the Brandywine monu- , 


ment has been erected on the spot where Gen.-Lafayette, 
the friend of the colonies, was wounded. 

The battle of the Brandywine was fought September 
11, 1777. Nine days later came another blow to the 
American cause. The soldiers under the command of 
Gen. Anthony Wayne, were surprised at Paoli, Pa., and 
fifty-six were needlessly massacred after they had lain 
down their arms. 

A splendid monument in memory of those who fell 
marks the spot. 

Many of these memorials have been erected by private 
enterprises. Some stand for the sentiment of such patri- 
otic bodies as the Sons of the Revolution, Daughters of 
the Revolution, and still others have been erected by 
State Legislatyres or Congress. 

To the latter class belongs the Pulaski Monument in 
paren Ga. This recalls the Polish patriot who fell 

re. 

The monument which marks the Monmouth battle- 
field, the scene of Washington's oath to Gen. Charles Lee 
for his cowardice in ordering a retreat in face of a vic- 
tory, and of “Capt. Molly” Pitcher’s famous exploit. 
is a handsome shaft surmounted by a figure Liberty Tri- 
umphant. It was erected some years ago, many of the 
residents in the vicinity of the monument are fond of 
pointing out the statue of Liberty as a figure of “Capt. 
Molly,” and as the monument for some years was with- 
out inscription, this assertion was hard to disprove. 


The story of the Revolution, and the great deeds of the 
founders, can hardly die from our memory when from 


the monuments on its battlefields it would be possible 


for a schoolboy to construct an accurate and fairly de- 
tailed account of the eight years’ struggle, beginning 
with Lexington and ending with the surrender of Corn- 
wallis at Yorktown. . P. 8.
